and from downtown had to be accomplished on 
foot.

Keeping Up to Date 





in Dental Practice 


By JACK T. CLARK, BS, DDS* 


PRACTICING dentists and dental 
schools share an equal responsi- 
bility in the development of post- 
graduate education. Through 
meetings, reading, and preceptor- 
ship, professional men have at- 
tempted to keep up with current 
developments in dentistry. With 
today’s rapid changes, however, 
this is no longer sufficient. In ad- 
dition to the vast amount of new 
information that must be ab- 
sorbed, the public has come to ex- 
pect dentists to be familiar with 
modern methods. 

Public interest is a formidable 
incentive. Such demands hastened 
the growth of various academies 
concerned with one or another

phase of dental practice. Unlike 
these specialized efforts, the Acad- 
emy of General Dentistry is dedi- 
cated to all-inclusive, continuous 
education. Any ethical dentist who 
attends at least 50 per cent of the 
scientific sessions at his local den- 
tal society and is willing to return 
to a school for formal instruction 
six days every three years, is eli- 
gible for membership and, so long 
as he continues to keep up this in- 
terest, will retain his standing. 
The candidate for a dental de- 
gree had to attend at least two 
years of college, but in many in- 
stances has attained a Bachelor of 
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Science degree. Then, after four 
years of dental school, he received 
his doctorate. Many continue their 
education for an additional one to 
three years of graduate study. This 
long, exacting education involves 
above average effort and is equal 
to the demands of other fields of 
science. Yet a dedicated person 
cannot consider it too much; in 
fact it should have prepared him 
to remain interested in study 
throughout his professional career. 

The many inquiries and the na- 
tionally growing interest in con- 
tinuous study inevitably involved 
the dental schools. Whereas up to 
World War II schools were con- 
cerned mostly with preparing stu- 
dents for the profession of den- 
tistry, research, and graduate 
teaching of a few specialists, today 
postgraduate courses are more and 
more frequently being incorpor- 
ated into the curriculum. 

Like any new enterprise, the be- 
ginning is slow. Statistics indicate 
that 97 per cent of the dentists in 
the United States are engaged in 
general practice. Of this number 
less than 8 per cent to date are 
regularly returning for postgradu- 
ate instruction. It is this fact that 
caused the formation of an Acad- 
emy of General Dentistry and de- 
termined its requirements to in- 
clude minimal, but continuous at- 
tendance at formal instruction. All 
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dentists are welcome to apply for 
membership. 

It is generally understood that 
a professional practitioner may 
continue to grow and _ study 
through individual effort. Attend- 
ance at dental meetings and taking 
an occasional short course will 
help accomplish this end. Through 
its regular requirements and an- 
nual certification, however, the 
Academy is lifting postgraduate 
effort out of this hit and miss cate- 
gory, and aims to establish con- 
tinuous study as an essential, vol- 
untarily undertaken obligation, 
not an onerous duty. 

One of the difficulties of study 
clubs has always been administra- 
tive continuity. During its nine 
years of existence and official af- 
filiation with it of many independ- 
ent study organizations, the Acad- 
emy has been able to ensure the 
continuous existence of its com- 
ponents through changes of per- 
sonnel and direction. Through 
such united effort, ethical certifi- 
cation, and the maintenance of 
basic educational standards, the 
Academy of General Dentistry 
aims to prove that members of the 
dental profession are capable of 
voluntarily recognizing their pub- 
lic obligation by devoting time 
and effort to postgraduate study.

Cash Reserve

Should a dentist maintain a 
strong cash reserve? How 
much? What are some tested 
cash saving techniques? 


AN EAST COAST dentist has revised 
his financial planning as the result 
of several unanticipated develop- 
ments in- his family and profes- 
sional life. From now on heintends 
to devote more of his . thinking 
toward building a healthy cash 
balance, dollars on hand or in 
special funds where he may reach 
them immediately in the event of 
an emergency. 

This 43-year-old - practitioner 
had thought he was:doing «well, 
And ‘he was:. But then .hig wife, 
who was also his part-time-office 


assistant, became involved in an 
automobile accident. She remain- 
ed in the hospital for seven weeks. 
Later at home she required nurs- 
ing care and special therapy. When 
the dentist totaled the bills, he 
learned that hospitalization, medi- 
cal-surgery and accident insurance 
covered only a portion of the ex- 
penses. 

Fortunately this dentist was in 
a position to meet all the unex- 
pected obligations, but not in cash. 
He found it necessary to sell some 
stocks,.; which at that “moment 
brought him about 8 per cent less 
than the price he had paid for 
them. 

HOW MUCH CASH? The ex- 
perience prompted the dental 
practitioner to make inquiries 
among. several: financial authori 
ties. He asked about the role of 
cash in the money plans of:a pro- 
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fessional man. The suggestions 
he received called for the equiva- 
lent of three months’ income up 
to a years net to be maintained 
in cash on hand. The average was 
between four and five months. One 
retired vice president of a nation- 
ally known financial institution 
stressed the need of a strong cash 
reserve because of one obvious 
fact—the close association between 
the dentist’s daily efforts and his 
earning power. 

The vice president reminded 
the dentist that his situation is un- 
like that of a business executive 
who may continue to draw a sal- 
ary if he is injured, becomes ill, 
or a family problem keeps him 
from his office. The dentist, on 
the other hand, suffers an imme- 
diate loss of income when he is 
unable to keep appointments with 
patients. Also, if his absence is for 
an extended period he may lose 
some patients permanently. 

GROWTH POSSIBILITIES. 
“Cash savings always pay off 
above par,” one bank official told 
the dentist when asked to express 
himself on the subject. He then 
cited one popular plan that pays 
$90 for $50. This requires the de- 
posit of $50 monthly for a period 
of twenty years after which the 
saver may withdraw $90.14 a 
month for twenty years, a profit 
of $9,633.60. This growth was 
based on 3 per cent interest that 
has since been moved up to 3% 
per cent. 
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The banker was not suggesting 
that the practitioner keep all his 
funds in “on demand” accounts, 
but pointed out that not everyone 
is temperamentally equipped to 
watch the inevitable rise and fall 
of even the soundest securities. “A 
conservative investment program,” 
he said, “is almost certain to pay 


‘off generously in view of the con- 


stantly increasing economy. This 
financial betterment, however, may 
take years and must be waited for 
calmly,” he emphasized. 

When he was told of the den- 
tist who sold stocks to pay bills 
incidental to his wife’s injuries, 
the financial expert told how a 
cash reserve could have been used 
to meet such a need and actually 
result in bettering the dentist’s 
financial position. On the strength 
of deposited funds, the banker 
said, the dentist could have bor- 
rowed $1000 or more, and repaid 
it over a 2-year period. This would 
have cost him $42.32 at the cur- 
rent rate of interest. However, 
during the same time the $1000 
that he left untouched in his ac- 
count would have earned $61.35, 
or a saving of $19.03. 

MULTIPLE ACCOUNTS. Ac- 
cording to a number of men in 
banking circles, it is no longer sen- 
sible or profitable for a professional 
man to simply maintain a savings 
account from which he withdraws 
larger-than-average sums to pay 
income. and property taxes, insur- 
ance premiums, and the like. 
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The use of special accounts for 
these purposes is growing in pop- 
ularity and it is not unusual for 
some depositors to have three, 
four, or even five special accounts. 
These may take care of vacation 
expenses, schooling for children, 
and holiday expenditures. This 
plan permits a dentist's main sav- 
ing fund to move steadily upward 
in its total, and since the special 
funds usually have a dollar ob- 
jective the depositor is regularly 
urged on toward a specific amount. 

To keep depositing in such a 
variety of accounts from becom- 
ing involved, one dentist each 
week makes a month’s deposits in 
a different account every Friday. 
Thus he is concerned with only 
one book when he goes to the 
bank. Deposits and withdrawals 
shown in such accounts also serve 
as factual guides when totaling 
accounts for the year, or when 
vathering figures for income tax 
purposes. 

YOUR FINANCIAL FRIEND. 
The officials of banks, savings and 
loan associations, and similar in- 
stitutions, are today working back 
of broad glass facades and low 


counters for a special reason. They 
want to be seen by depositors and 
be available to share their finan- 
cial knowledge. 

Those in key positions in the 
financial house where you have 
your account may know nothing 
about dentistry, except from a pa- 
tient’s point of view; but they can 
and will help you budget your 
savings for the office remodeling 
work you may be planning, the 
professional equipment you might 
like to buy, the tuition to start 
your son toward his own DDS. 

Should you still doubt that “cold 
cash” can be mighty comforting, 
recall for a moment that day you 
walked up to the cashier in your 
favorite restaurant and suddenly 
found you had neglected to bring 
your wallet along. Of course the 
proprietor took your word that you 
would return later to pay the 
check, but were you embarrassed! 
Cash on hand would have pre- 
vented that, and it gan do the 
same in much more serious situa- 
tions.

It is possible to set up an office 
almost anywhere now with a com- 
pact, hygienic durable unit called 
the Port-A-Dent, developed by the 
Pioneer Research and Develop- 
ment Company of Lemon Grove, 
California. 

Designed by Peter Shea, DDS, 
of Lemon Grove, and James San- 
chez, a Lemon Grove fireman, the 
Port-A-Dent is the result of two 
years and four models based on 
trial and error research, which 
saw the total unit weight reduced 
from 195 pounds to its present 
weight of 32 pounds. The unit is 
eight inches wide, twelve inches 
long, and 36 inches high, and is 
encased in a stainless steel case 
equipped with a handle for easy 
carrying. 

“But why portability in dentis- 
try?” might be the next question

in order. According to the Ameri- 
can Dental Association, there has 
long been a need for good port- 
able equipment to aid in the care 
of the chronically ill, bedridden, 
handicapped, and the immobile 
aged patients who fill our rest 
homes and sanitariums. 

The old adage that “a pair of 
forceps in a bag makes any den- 
tist portable” may be one solution 
to the problem, but with the in- 
creasing number of younger per- 
sons who are becoming incapaci- 
tated, a dentist called to bedside 
is often forced to extract teeth, 
simply because there is no way 
to get the person to the office 
where treatment can be given. 

The invention of the turbine 
handpiece a few years ago opened 
a new field of high-speed treat- 
_ ments, and in effect made the in- 

vention of the Port-A-Dent pos- 
sible. 

When Shea and Sanchez first 
began experimenting, they used 
bottled air as a propellant force 
to drive the turbine handpiece, 
but they soon found that the rpm’s 
were reduced in proportion to the 
pounds of pressureexpended from 
the bottle. Being a fireman, San- 
chez was familiar with the char- 


acteristics of the CO: used in hand 
fire extinguishers, and knew that 
CO: maintains a constant pressure 
until it is entirely expended from 
the bottle. 

So they switched to CO:, but on 
the first trial run they nearly froze 
the handpiece because of the fri- 
gidity of the gas as it came from 
the bottle. Then they added a five- 
foot coil of copper tubing which 
drew off the cold and warmed 
the CO: to room temperature. 


A toe-operated valve controls the 
drill speed and water flow. 
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A series of solenoid switches 
operated on a 110-volt current 
regulated a flow of distilled water 
which fed into the instrument. 
All this (the CO: bottle, copper 
tubing, water bottle, and sole- 
noids) together with all the fit- 
tings, hoses, switches, and wires 
to connect the apparatus together, 
made up the prototype Port-A- 
Dent which weighed 195 pounds. 

The first unit was awkward and 
unsightly, but Shea and Sanchez 
soon learned that they could re- 
duce the size and quantity of their 
equipment and still obtain eff- 


_ ciency in operation. They reduced 


the CO: source to a 25-pound con- 
tainer and the water supply be- 
came a 1% quart flask. The elab- 
orate solenoid system gave way to 
an air turbex regulator, and more 
recently to a simple on-off regu- 
lator valve. 

The present unit consists of a 
hand-type CO: fire extinguisher 
with a connecting pressure valve. 
From the valve, the CO: circulates 
through a copper tubing “heater” 
which is wrapped around the wa- 
ter flask. From the heater, the CO: 
goes into a regulator valve that is 
actuated by a foot control pedal. 
The firmer the pressure that is 
applied to the pedal, the more 
CO: is released to the turbine 
head. 

The water supply comes into 
the regulator valve from a chrome 
tank that is pressurized with a 
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bleeder line off the CO: bottle. 
A valve on the front of the unit 
regulates the amount of water, 
and an off-on foot button near 
the foot control pedal regulates 
the flow. 

The high pressure and frigidity 
of the CO: enables a germ and 
moisture free drilling process that 
produces no pressure or heat, 
thereby eliminating trauma. 

The Armed ‘Services are inter- 


ested in portable equipment to | 


provide dental care for service- 
men who are remotely removed 
from regular bases that have den- 
tal facilities. Civilian defense per- 
sonnel are interested in portable 
units for use during national emer- 
gency. And it is possible to move 
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dentalschoolclassrooms into other- 


wise inaccessible areas, for on-the- 
spot demonstrations with the aid 
of portable equipment. One par- 
ticular Canadian dentist, who vis- 
its many of his patients by air- 
plane because they live in far- 
flung areas of the Pacific North- 
west, feels that the Port-A-Dent 
unit is the answer to most of his 
problems. ; 

It may not be long until the 
dental profession will be repre- 
sented by the picture of a dentist 
carrying a stainless steel portable 
unit much the same as the medi- 
cal profession is represented by 
the physician’s black bag.

chase endowment insurance poli- 
cies, while others start a systematic 
savings account. 

How would you have fared if in 
1940 you had prepared for your 
child’s college education by pur- 
chasing an endowment policy, 
maturing in 1958, with cash value 
of $4800? 

That sum of money in 1940 
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would have provided for tuition 
and other costs for a four-year 
period (see Harvard on chart) but 
by the time your child reached 
eighteen years of age, ready for 
college, inflation would have 
caused an increase in cost to 
$10,500. You would be short more 
than $5700! 

Cash savings would not have 
fared much better. A “nest egg” of 
$1500 placed on deposit in 1940 
and compounded at 3 per cent 
would have grown in ten years to 
approximately $2020—and at the 
end of eighteen years (1940 to 
1958) would have grown approxi- 
mately to $2550, still far short of 
the amount needed. 

What was wrong with your 
planning? Most important is the 


error of having placed your funds 
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in “fixed dollar” savings—the kind 
that do not take into account the 
rise in the cost of living. 

With an anticipated increase iy 
the demand for higher education 
expenses of colleges and univers 
ties are expected to rise too. New 
buildings, more instructors (ai 


higher salaries) and _ increased 


maintenance bills will strain a 
ready stretched college budgets. 
The logic of the situation suggests 
that tuition fees will need to he 
further increased. Thus, it is prv- 
dent to assume that attending col- 
lege in the years ahead will cost 
more. 

The answer lies in putting 
money to work in a form that will 
take into account the economy at 
a future date. One answer is the 
periodic purchase of good-quality 








common stocks, another is in the 
purchase, on a monthly basis, of 
mutual funds. 


Why A Mutual Fund? 

Basically, a mutual fund is the 
cooperative ownership of shares in 
many cOmpanies, in many in- 
dustries, with diversification and 
lessening of risk. Spreading in- 
vestment ownership among many 
securities is a time-tested invest- 
ment principle to reduce risk and 
to increase the possibilities for 
worth-while investment results. 

The so-called advantages of 
investing in mutual funds are 
summed up as the investor receiv- 
ing trained supervision, dividend 
continuity, marketability, conven- 
ience, simplified estate settlement, 
and participation in the growth of 


the nation’s economy and industry. 

You may or may not agree with 
those who promote mutual funds 
but let us take a look at what 
would have happened to $1500 
invested in a lump-sum in 1948, 
or 1949. 

You do not have to be a pro- 
fessor of mathematcs to see that 
had you put away $4800 (repre- 
senting four years at Harvard at 
$1200 per year cost in 1940) in 
one of the funds I have used as an 
illustration, you would have had 
more than enough to pay for your 
child’s education. Each of the 
funds increased at a rate better 
than 3 to 1, thus $4800 would 
have grown to more than $12,400, 
or more than the amount needed 
for a four-year course at 1958 tu- 
ition and cost figures.

The Dentist at Work: 


Improved Dental Cementation, Part Vill 


By CHESTER J. HENSCHEL, DDS* 


A cement mixed on a cold, dry 
surface is strong, has a longer 
safe working period, and sets 
rapidly in the mouth. 


So—you know about cementation. 
Then is the following true or false? 
The treatment room has been de- 
humidified so no moisture con- 
denses on the mixing surface. Two 
mixes are properly made at the 
same time to the same consistency. 
One is spatulated on a cold slab 
(40° F), the other on a warm slabs 
(80° F). The mix from the cold 
slab sets FIRST in the mouth! 
Most dentists think that the mix 
from the warmer slab will set first. 
The answer is quite to the con- 
trary. The cold surface mix sets

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about three times faster than the 
one from the warmer slab. Fur- 
ther, it is easier to spatulate, is 
stronger, less. soluble, more per- 
manent, and offers the advantage 
of a much longer working time. 
PRACTICAL MIXING TECH- 
NIQUE: Here is the procedure for 
making a better mix more easily. 
The surface for the mixing of 
cements should be at the coldest 
level that will not “sweat” or con- 
dense moisture at a given room 
temperature and humidity. Glass 
"(as of a slab) resists temperature 
change many times less effectively 
than water. Therefore, a flat-sided 
bottle filled with cold water or one 
stored in a refrigerator is far more 
efficient than any solid glass slab. 
A thermometer in a one-hole rub- 
ber stopper can be used to cork the 
bottle and indicate the precise 
mixing temperature (Figure 1). 
An inexpensive hygrometer may 
be purchased in most hardware 
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specialty shops (Figure 2). Apply 
the readings from this instrument 
to the Humidity Chart (Figure 3) 
to find the best and lowest practi- 
cal mixing surface temperature for 
your treatment room on that day 
and hour. Adjust the bottle tem- 
perature by spilling out a little 
water and adding cold or warm as 
needed. Agitate, recheck the ther- 
mometer, dry, and the mixing slab 
is ready to use. 

Place an adequate amount of 
cement powder at one end of the 
mixing surface by spilling from the 
bottle using a rolling motion. 
Gently, holding the dropper low 
and without splashing, place the 
required number of drops of ce- 
ment liquid near the other end. Be 
sure there is no condensed moist- 
ure. Water incorporated into the 
mix produces a weak, chalky, 
rapid setting temporary cement. 
This emphasizes two more precau- 
tions. First, never leave cement 
liquid bottles uncapped, especially 
in damp weather. Second, never 
place cement liquid out on the slab 
until everything is ready and 
awaiting actual mixing. 

With a scrupulously clean spat- 
ula carry a small portion of powder

into the liquid and mix well. Con- 
tinue with small portions and thor- 
ough spatulation until the desired 
consistency is reached. This may 
be tested by scooping a mass of 
mixed cement onto the spatula, 
holding nearly horizontal and 
judging “the reluctant drip.” A 
second and probably more popular 
test is the stringing test (Figure 
4) 





PRECAUTIONS: While the 
best mix of cement is from the 
coldest possible surface, the sur- 
face must be dry—no moisture— 
and should stay dry during spatu- 


lation. Do not breathe directly on 





the slab. Since heat accelerates the 
setting of zinc oxyphosphate ce- 
ments, always apply the com- 
pleted mix first to the casting, and 
last to the preparation. 

For inlays and especially MOD’s 
where mesial may be confused 
with distal when cementing, a 
toothpick handle waxed in the di- 
rection of mesial is convenient and 
avoids error (Figure 5). The 
placement of complicated cast- 
ings, especially fixed splints or 
bridges should be “rehearsed” one 
or more times to acquaint the 
operator with the special “feel” 
and direction of insertion demand-

cup of a saturated solution of sodi- 
um bicarbonate is excellent insur- 
ance. Syringing the area or rinsing 
with bicarbonate before the ce- 
ment hardens will neutralize the 
phosphoric acid, fluff unset oxy- 
phosphate, and prevent harden- 
ing. 

For each mix a liberal amount 
of cement powder should be 
placed on the slab ready for use. It 
is poor technique to interrupt mix- 
ing, to search for, uncap, and add 
more powder during actual spatu- 
lation. Unused powder need not 
be wasted but should never go 
back into an original bottle. Place 
excess in a clean empty cement 
bottle labeled “Basal.” Use Basal 
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powder for cement bases, ortho- 
dontic bands, or as a temporary 
cement (the latter with two drops 
regular liquid, one drop water). 

When the operator anticipates 
a difficult cementation, some den- 
tists spatulate thoroughly a small 
speck of powder into the liquid 
prior to mixing. This is known as 
slaking and allows longer working 
time and delays setting. All com- 
mercial cement liquids are already 
buffered or slaked to some extent 
by the manufacturer. At room tem- 
perature or warm slab mixing, ad- 
ditional slaking helps somewhat, 
but cold surface mixing rewards 
with similar convenience but a 
better cement. When really cold 
mixing surfaces are used, slaking 
the cement liquid has little if any 
noticeable effect. 

Finally it should be pointed out 
that the purpose of dental cemen- 
tation is not only to affix the cast- 
ing to the tooth, but to seal and 
protect the margins from seepage 
and failure. If you cannot see the 
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margin it may be wet or unclean. 
There may be debris which will 
prevent accurate seating. We now 
have available a soft cotton cord 
impregnated with 8 per cent ad- 
renalin to help us. 

If you cannot see a margin or 
finishing line, spend a few more 
moments to complete the task 
thoroughly. Use the chemically 
impregnated cord to pack away 
the gingival tissues. In two min- 
utes the cord can be removed and 
you will be able to see, cleanse, 


and dry the margins ready for safe © 


cementation. 

SENSITIVITY: Pain is some- 
times severe during cementation 
and is an unfortunate trauma to 
the patient and dangerous for the 
operation because of salivary stim- 
ulation. Such pain is due largely to 
connecting a warm, vital, sensitive 
tooth via a thermal conductor 
(fluid cement) to a piece of rela- 
tively cold (room temperature) 
metal. 

It is bad technique to warm the 
metal or heat the cement. When 
obvious sensitivity is present anes- 
thesia may be the solution. An- 
other is to acclimatize vital teeth to 
70° F by giving the patient a 
series of mouthwashes. Start with 
warm and gradually lower the 
temperature to 65° F. If you have 
the time for such rinsing acclima- 
tization there will be little pain. 

EXPLANATION: A useful con- 
sistency of mixed cement is se- 


cured by adding powder (calcined 


zinc oxide) to cement liquid (or- 
thophosphoric acid). Thickening 
of the liquid while mixing at room 
temperature surfaces, or higher, is 
due to the mechanical addition of 
powder to liquid plus appreciable 
chemical interaction resulting in 
crystallization. Heat is liberated 
which triggers more interaction. 
As a result, the desired consistency 
is reached with the addition of a 
limited amount of powder. 

While heat is liberated when 
cement crystallizes, chemical re- 
action does not occur at low tem- 
peratures. Therefore, when mixing 
is done on cold surfaces, thicken- 
ing is due almost entirely to the 
addition of powder. A great deal 
more powder can be added to cold 
cement liquid before it reaches the 
same consistency as at a higher 
mixing temperature (Figure 6). 

Since more powder combines 
when cement is mixed at low tem- 
peratures there is a greater amount 
or weight of chemicals reacting. 
Further, at low mixing tempera- 
tures, interaction does not occur 
appreciably in the mixing environ- 
ment but awaits the higher (body) 
temperature of the setting envi- 
ronment. It follows then, that at 
low mixing temperatures a greater 
total amount of heat is liberated 
and that little of this is lost during 
mixing. Instead, it is formed in the 
mouth and the increased tempera- 
ture, while not high enough to be 
harmful, accelerates setting time.

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Parkinson's Law 


in Medicine’

BotH THE Government and the 
voluntary health agencies have 
been awarding increasing numbers 
of grants. Figure 1 indicates this 
trend, which is projected to reach 
astronomic proportions by 1970. 
This has naturally required a pro- 
cess of grantee selection, which 
is a curious one. It involves filling 
out a lengthy questionnaire, some- 
times in 16 to 32 copies, many of 
which are illegible. The question- 
naire may be filled out with such 
skill and gamesmanship that the 





applicant has an excellent chance 
of obtaining a sizable grant if the 
application is typed on an IBM 
typewriter, if he comes from a geo- 
graphic area from which few ap- 
plicants have applied, if he is a 
present or former student of an in- 
fluential member of the research 
committee, if he selects a topic 
that is considered to be “hot” at 
the moment and, last but not least, 
if he has in the past amassed con- 
siderable grants from _ various 
sources and maintains a research

dittle investigator. 


department with a yearly output 
of several hundred papers, which 
conform to Parkinson’s Law in that 
their individual value is in inverse 
relation to the size of the total 
output. 


The Grant Eater 

As a result of a considerable in- 
crease in available funds the in- 
teresting specimen of the Grant 
Eater (Figure 1), a long-snouted 
mammal feeding on grants hang- 
ing from the tree with an ever- 
increasing appetite, has develop- 
ed. The Grant Eater, of course, be- 
gets a number of small grant eat- 
ers, managing to keep them in 
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their place. He is cagey in the 
presence of other grant eaters al- 
though occasionally they will band 
together in a massive combine in 
which they can promote their own 
activities and camouflage them by 
a benign support of an occasional 
individual thinker, who is prob- 
ably too impractical to disturb or 
interfere with their activities (Fig- 
ure 2). 

It is interesting to note, as a 
confirmation of Parkinson’s Law, 
that although there may have been 
a spark of scientific curiosity in the 
original project, it had long been 
extinguished by the ever-widen- 
ing scope of the original concept 





















PARKINSON’S LAW 
Professor C. N. Parkinson, of the University of Malaya, 
gradually formulated his law while serving in the British 
Army. The law holds that: there is no relation between the 
work to be done and the size of the staff assigned for its 
completion; that, on the contrary, work expands so as to fill 
the time available for its completion; and that subordinates 
multiply at a fixed rate, regardless of the amount of work 
produced.

results are ill defined or unknown. 
The Grant Eater, sitting at his ad- 
ministrative desk, whips up the 
staff to a frenzy and to a mass pro- 
duction of irrelevant data, which 
of course await statistical analysis. 
The statistician, (Figure 3), having 
had no hand in the original design 
of the experiment, does the best 
he can with a mass of ill selected, 
poorly observed and indigestible 
data. 


The ‘‘Merging’’ Phenomenon 
Corporations, banks, legal firms, 
and hospitals have merged and 
emerged as stronger and larger in- 
stitutions. Presumably, the weak- 
ness of staff and equipment are 
eliminated and “strength in depth” 
—a hideous public-relations con- 
cept—develops. The new building, 
the joint board of trustees, the 
merged medical staff and an 


astronomic number of adminis- 
trators, accountants, adjustors, and 
regulatory bodies, all pool their 
efforts to serve the patient. Wheth- 
er Mr. Jones, the man on the street, 
gets as much good service as he 
did in the pre-merger situation is 
yet to be determined. 

As emphasized by Professor 
Parkinson, “the importance of an 
individual may be assessed by the 
number of doors to be passed, the 
number of his personal assistants, 
the number of telephone receivers 
on his desk—these figures taken 
with the depth of his carpet in 
centimeters have given us a simple 
formula.” It is less widely known 
that the same type of measurement 
is applicable, but in reverse, to the 
institution itself. He demonstrated 
that perfection of planned layout 
is achieved only by an institution 
on the point of collapse. It is chok- 
ed by its own perfection!

SUMMARY: Contrary to popu- 
lar belief, the same cement mixed 
to the same consistency sets faster 
when mixed on a colder surface. 
The resultant mix is a stronger ce- 
ment with a longer safe working

Avoid “Topping” A Patient's Story 

When a patient tells you how excited he was when he caught a 
12-pound Northerner—avoid “topping” his experience by saying, “If 
you got a thrill out of that, why you should have been with me when 
I caught an 18-pound Northerner in the Lake of the Woods country 
in Canada.” Or if a patient tells you excitedly about a vacation which 
seems commonplace to you—do not try to top his experience with your 
own. Remember some patients want to relate their experiences to you 
but have no desire to share yours. 


What Is Your Investment Philosophy? 

Late spring stock market reversals had many predictors guessing, 
but all were more or less agreed on a sit-tight and wait-it-out philos- 
ophy. This way of thinking, as quoted from Brevits received sharp 
ridicule in the June 1960 issue of Burroughs Clearing House. The 
report pointed out that progress involves risk, and that no one ever 
“stole second” by keeping his foot on first base. Sitting tight may be 
an easy thing to do, for no matter what conditions may be at any 
given time there are always enough convincing reasons for a person 
to do nothing.

Money Is Not The Sole Motivator 

What you pay your auxiliary personnel is important. If one of your 
assistants feels that you are not paying her enough probably all the 
other ways of motivating her will fail. The more her activities are tied 
to some form of evaluation of performance based on standards, and 
her pay is based on attaining certain proficiencies, the more effective 
will be the stimulus of the money paid her. However, money alone 
should not be the sole means of motivating your auxiliary personnel. 

If you want better performance from auxiliary personnel write 
out (or even have them do it) exactly what each person is supposed 
to do in detail . . . However, avoid the job activity description from 
becoming the vehicle for auxiliary personnel avoiding certain respon- 
sibilities. After such activity descriptions are written, you will no 
doubt find it necessary to establish some policies for your office which 
will cover recurring situations. Such policies can become a tremendous 
timesaver to you and your assistants. Remember from time to time 
your practice may change. Thus office policies and activity descrip- 
tions for your auxiliary personnel should be reviewed and revised 
from time to time. Tell your auxiliary personnel what you want and 
they are more likely to do it for you. 

Other motivators to step up the efficiency of your auxiliary personnel 
should be used such as: 

1. Holding frequent private person-to-person talks. 

2. Allowing your personnel when qualified and experienced to 
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make decisions when your professional knowledge is not necessary 
for the patient’s welfare. 

3. Praising an assistant for a job well done. 

4, Creating challenging situations for your personnel to meet. 

5. Taking your assistants to certain professional meetings when 
subjects are being discussed that pertain somewhat to their participa- 
tion in your practice. 


Detect The Essential Difference In Patients 

If you size up each patient, you will probably find some patients 
want a detailed account of what you are going to do for them and a 
blow-by-blow description of what you are doing as you do it. Other 
patients prefer that you tell them nothing and just go ahead and 
quietly perform the dental treatment needed. Adjusting yourself to 
different personalities is a continuing challenge. 


Watch for Fear Reaction 

Many patients who have not visited a dentist regularly may still 
be harboring fears concerning any dental treatment to be received. 
These fears may be completely unjustified because of the tremendous 
improvement in the equipment used in dental offices today. Why 
not take the time to explain this to a nervous patient? 


Be Cautious In Investing 

There is a definite cause for concern when so many of our leading 
companies no longer seem to be able to translate an increasing volume 
of business into a proportionate share of profits. Some people when 
investing lose track of a basic fact: a stock represents a company. 
Any company is only as good as those in it and their capability of 
earning a profit—in fact, a growing profit, if your objective is capital 
gains. A fluctuating stock market cannot make a good company bad 
or a bad company good.

Removal of Broken Root-Tip

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A broken root-tip in the 
upper bicuspid area is 
often difficult to remove 
without removing the 
buccal plate of bone. 


Use either a barbed 
broach or a rat-tail file 
secured in a holder.

Growth of Tori 

Q.—I have a patient who has worn 
a lower partial denture for a number 
of years. She has two moderately- 
sized tori mandibulares. She began 
to notice discomfort in wearing her 
partial. We relined it and tried to ad- 
just it for comfort, but to no avail. 

Do the tori continue to grow all 
through the patient’s life, and will a 
new partial denture be the most log- 
ical answer? All lower molars are 
missing.—S.P.B., Kentucky 

A.—Generally, tori mandibu- 
lares do not give rise to symptoms 
unless there is some irritative le- 
sion of the covering mucosa or if 
they are abnormally large. In the 
case of your patient, the pressure 
of the partial denture apparently is 
responsible for the discomfort. 

Most tori increase slightly from 
year to year in their size. The le- 
sion is benign in nature and the 
patient should be made aware of 
this fact. 

Since you have stated that the 
growth is moderate in size, I would 
suggest that you provide ample 
relief to the saddle portion of the 
partial where contact is made with 
the tori. In time, when the tori 
have reached larger proportions, I 
would advise surgical removal. 
When and if surgery has been per- 
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formed, you can decide upon the 
necessity of constructing a new 
partial denture. 


Uses of Calcium Hydroxide 

Q.—Please inform me as to the best 
use of zinc oxide and of calcium 
hydroxide in operative dentistry.— 
E.B.J., South Carolina 

A.—The usefulness of calcium 
hydroxide in pulp capping and 
pulpotomy has been substantiated 
by extended clinical experience. 
Because of the frequency with 
which bridges of secondary den- 
tine are formed following the ap- 
plication of calcium hydroxide to 
the exposed portion of the vital 
pulp, it is considered by some in- 
vestigators to be superior to zinc 
oxide and eugenol. An aqueous 
paste or thin suspenson of calcium 
hydroxide is applied to the pre- 
pared area and is permitted to 
harden by drying. A layer.of ap- 
proximately two millimeters in 
thickness has been recommended 
as sufficient. The calcium hydrox- 
ide may be overlaid with a thin 
mix of zine phosphate cement ap- 
plied without pressure.

pensions of calcium hydroxide 
have been employed as cavity lin- 
ers, especially in deep prepara- 
tions, to protect the pulp from the 
irritant action of phosphoric acid 
in dental cements. 

Zinc oxide-eugenol cements 
have long been employed as a cov- 
ering for exposed pulps, a base un- 
der silicate and under restorations 
except the resins. The zinc oxide- 
eugenol cements interfere with the 
polymerization of the resin. These 
cements are also employed to hold 
medicinal agents in cavities. Zinc 
oxide and eugenol is an effective 
seal against marginal leakage. It 
is the mixture chosen to place un- 
der zinc phosphate cements where 
endodontia has been done to guar- 
antee marginal seals. 


Bridges for Children 

Q.—I am puzzled as to the best 
thing to do for a boy, 13, who had 
an upper central tooth knocked out. 
Twice, in years past, I have placed a 
tooth back in position and each lasted 
about 10 years. 

In this case, because of 8 or 10 


stitches in the lip, the surgeon did not 
want to risk this treatment, so I am 
wondering how to handle the re- 
placement. I have made a one-tooth 
partial denture for temporary use, but 
I should like to dispose of this and 
use a fixed appliance. I am afraid 
the other central is not yet firmly 
fixed enough to carry a replacement, 
and if I use both this central and the 
opposite lateral fastening them to- 
gether may interfere with mouth 
growth.—W.N.B., Massachusetts 

A.—In order to construct any 
successful dental fixed bridge, it 
is imperative to follow certain 
fundamental principles. The teeth 
should be completely formed, the 
surrounding tissues must be in a 
healthy condition, and the arch 
must be fully developed. 

If the partial can be worn, I 
would suggest that you explain to 
the parents of the patient the ad- 
visability of waiting until the pa- 
tient has reached the age of six- 
teen, at which time you can best 
judge whether a fixed bridge em- 
ploying one abutment tooth or two 
abutment teeth is more desirable 
for replacing the missing tooth.

An intraosseous expanding tumor (non-odontogenic), com- 
posed of abnormal connective tissue activity, fibrous dysplasia 
is characterized by varying degrees of calcification. Con- 
sequently, the radiographic appearances of fibrous dysplasia 
may vary widely. For example, note how Figures 1 and 1A 
simulate Paget's disease of bone; how Figure 2 shows 
characteristics suggestive of a multilocular cyst or adaman- 
tinoma; how Figure 3 is suggestive of a radicular cyst.
